German and Austrian Attempts Disposed of, 
Claim Is Made, and Slow but Steady Pro­ 
gress Is Being Made Westward. 


REVIVED ACTIVITV IR CENTRAL POLAND 


In Western Theatre Anglo-French Armies Are Doing 
Attacking, but Apparently With Little Effect. 
Sinking of Submarine Announced. 


London,

Pass of the C arp a­ 
thians, where the fierce Austrian a t ­ 
tacks have moderated som ew 1ml, the 
Hussiana are now on 
the offensive 
along tho whole length of their ex ­ 
tremely long line from the Hallie Sea 
to the Rum anian border. 
Apparently, 
they have definitely disposed of the 
German and Austrian attem pts to o u t­ 
flank their two extreme wings ami, 
having turned, are making slow but 
■toady progress westward. 
After retiring to the Dniester river, 
the Russians again have crossed into 
Bukowina and are officially reported 
to be tmok In Cxnerowitz, which mili­ 
tary men say Is extremely probable, 
as they already had captured Hada- 
gora, a few miles to the northeast of 
the capital. 
F urth er to the west they 
are again In possession of Stanislau 
and have crossed the Lukwa river, a 
forw ard step which, in the opinion of 
m ilitary experts, probably will compel 
the A ustrians to evacuate Hukowina. 
In the Reskld, Tukholku and Uzaok 
passes, the A ustro-G erm ans are 
In 
possession of strong positions whence 
they are continually 
attacking 
the 
Russians, while in the western passes, 
especially the I>ukla, the Russians are 
on the H ungarian slopes, w here the 
fighting has degenerated into trench 
w arfare. 
The R ussians are sending 
large reinforcem ents to this southern 
line. 
In N orthern Poland the 
Russians 
are advancing slowly w estw ard from 
the N'lemcn river and the G erm ans are 
fighting a rear guard action. 
Only at 
one point Is the German attack being 
seriously pressed -ag ain st the fortress 
of Ossowetz. 
Here the G erm ans can 
use their railway from Lyck, 
and 
there is a good road across the m arsh ­ 
es, but with their arm ies falling back 
on either side they 
cannot 
remain 
long, Hritish military experts say. 
To the south, according to a Berlin 
dispatch, the G erm ans have evacuate*! 
My sr.ynlee, which is right on the East 
Prussian border, northw est of Lemma, 
while fu rth er west, near Mlawa. they 
are believed actually to have crossed 
the border after a defeat a t Przasnysz 
The Russians also show revived a c ­ 
tivity in central Poland and have a t ­ 
tacked the G erm ans east of Plock and 
near Skiernlewice, southeast of W a r­ 
saw. 
In the western theatre the Anglo- 
French armies, like those of their R u s­ 
sian ally, are doing most of the a t ­ 
tacking, hut latterly without a p p a r­ 
ently 
m aking any 
further progress, 
although 
they claimed to have re ­ 
pulsed G erm an attacks 
which were 
delivered In an effort to regain lost 
ground. 
The sinking of the German su b m a ­ 
rine IT-K, as officially announced to­ 
day, makes the fourth of these ves­ 
sels to be sunk by British w arships 
since the beginning of the war, the 
others being the U-15, the IT- is and 
one ram m ed by the destroyer Badger 
off the Belgian coast.

Serious battles are

In the vicinity of Salinka, midway 
of this line, two A ustrian regiments 
are said to have been wiped out by the 
Russian machine guns. 
During the fighting on March 2 and 
3 the A ustrians charged the Russian 
lines repeatedly at times reaching the 
Russian tranches. 
A ustrian officers captured during the 
fighting are reported to have said that 
their losses never had been heavier. 
At Lutowlskl, ju st east of the Ban, 
and 35 miles south of Brzeinysl on the 
night of M arch 2, the A ustrians made 
four attacks on tho Russians which 
are said to have been repulse!] with 
heavy losses. 
The surrender of S ta n ­ 
islau was preceded during tile period 
from February 21 to M arch 3 by heavy 
fighting, the A ustrians having heav­ 
ily fortified Mulier., a short distance 
to the north and also the valleys of 
the Loninica and L ukw ar rivers. Here, 
it Is asserted, the Russians captured 
a large num ber of guns and rapid 
firers, m any officers and men and a 
quantity of stores. 


Conditions In Laon

which has reached Paris concerning con­ 
ditions in Laon, department of the Alme, 
which Is occupied by the Germans, con­ 
vey* no suggestion that the treatment of 
the French population is Inhumane.

I large number of civilians are compelled 
to report each day to the German mili­ 
tary authorities and others twice weekly.

Each inhabitant has 
a right dally to 250 grams of bread, 
“category

on sale, and u sufficient supply of gas, 
but almost no oil or coal. 
Reports from Maubeuge say that shorts 
which were abondoned by French mer­ 
chants when the Germans took the city, 
have been reopened by Germans In com- 
l*etltion with the local tradesmen. 


Reprisals By the Ainee. 
London, March 5.—The Weekly N a­ 
tion discusses in its leading article the 
proposed reprisals by the all es against 
shipping to and from Germany and asks 
by what right England can refuse Amer­ 
icans leave to Import dyes from Ger­ 
many when England herself has issued 
licenses to lier trad ora to buy dyes from 
that source. 
"It seems clear to us that lf the navy 
receives a general order to arrest nil 
neutral shipping on suspicion of German 
origin or destination for their cargoes, 
our prise court and our foreign office, 
i will not lead uneventful lives,” the Na- 
I lion says.

SUMMARY OF WAR NEWS. 


Hard fighting in Northern Poland con­ 
tinues between the Russians and tho 
Germans all along the front between the 
Nlemen and Vistula rivers, and also be­ 
tween the British, French and Belgians 
and Germans on the western front at 
various places from the sand dunes in 
Belgium to the 
crests 
of the Vosges 
mountains. 
Victories for the allies are claimed In 
both the eastern and western fronts In 
the latest reports made by the Russian 
and French war chancellories. 
Progress 
for the Muscovites in the recapture of 
ground at various places on the Niemen- 
Vlstula line, 
and also the 
taking of 
numerous German officers and men as 
prisoners and the capture of guns and 
war stores are recorded by Petrograd. 
Two entire companies of Germans—one 
of the machine gun arm of the service 
and the other of the Prussian guard— 
have fallen into the hands of the French 
during fierce engagements, respectively 
to the north of Arras and in the Cham­ 
pagne district, according to Paris.

some 650 yards of trenches in the region 
of Mesnil and trenches and ravines to 
the northwest of Beausejour were cap­ 
tured by the French In fighting In which 
the German losses are described as hav­ 
ing been extremely high. 
Twelve a t ­ 
tempts by the Germans to sap allied a d ­ 
vanced trenches in the Sanddune* of 
Belgium were repulsed. 
The fighting which has been In prog­ 
ress In the Carpathian passes for sev­ 
eral weeks 
has 
lessened In violence 
Vienna reports engagements in some sec ­ 
tions, but adds that on the whole the 
situation remains unchanged. 
The tak­ 
ing of Stanislau, Galicia, and the cap­ 


ture during the campaigns In that terri­ 
tory of 150 German officers and 18,522 
men, together with guns, horses 
and 
equipment, is recorded by Petrograd. 
A newspaper dispatch from Bucharest, 
Roumania, asserts that Austrians have 
evacuated ('xernowita, the 
capital 
of 
Bukowina. 
Nothing new concerning the attempts 
of the allied fleet to force the Dardan­ 
elles is at hand. 
Constantinople advices 
coming tiy way or Berlin reiterate that 
the damage thus far done to the Turk­ 
ish fortifications by the shells of th* 
warships Is not as great as all reports 
of th® bombardment has Indicated. * It 
is declared that eye-witnesses of the 
attacks have reported that several of 
the allies’ warships have been hardly 
damaged by the Turkish fire.

Texas Rate Hearing. 
Dallas, March 5.—At today's hearing 
of th#' Texas railroad commission on the 
increase of railroad rates approximately 
I,# per cent, R. D. Cobb, auditor for the 
Cotton Belt, was cross-examined by the 
attorneys for the stat#?, Judge Sam A. 
Cowan and Judge N. A. Stedman. 
It appeared that attorneys for the com­ 
mission sought to differentiate b etw een 
the "book value" of a railroad reporting 
stocks and bonds and Improvements and 
betterments not Included In operating ex­ 
penses. and the physical valuation of 
the property by the railroad commission, 
made In 1994 and 1998, plus betterments 
and improvements.

W hile it was 
hoped that this flim sy excuse would atone 
for its l a r k o f intelligence in its appeal to 
prejudice, the vote that follow ed on attem pt­ 
ed am endm ents to the hill indicate that it 
ti id not have the desired result. 
Mora reasonable, hut still unjustified were 
the argum enta ot Senator Nu gent and others 
against th** provision that an officer shall 
enforce the com pulsory attendance law. They 
know that the law would not lie complied 
w ith unless there was some definite provi­ 
sion for the prosecution of thole parents who 
refused to voluntarily com ply with its provi­ 
sions, and in striking at this provision they 
sought only to kill the effectiveness of the 
measure. 
The same spirit doubtless actuated 
the m otives of the authors of th** proposed 
am endment to make the law Operative only in 
those counties where a m ajority of th** peo­ 
ple wanted it. 
Such an amendment would 
practically nullify the bill. 
W here the m a­ 
jority of the people ar** in favor of coinpul- 
story school attendance the parents w ill send 
their children to school anyhow, 
and 
the 
w hole purpose of the law is to compel those 
parents by force of law to do their duty 
by their children when they would not do 
so voluntarily. 
No parent has a moral right to deny to the 
child whom he has brought into this world 
an opportunity to obtain an education and 
thus be prepared to cope with the com plex 
situation which will confront him as a man. 
and as Senator Brelaford, one of the cham ­ 
pions of the measure in the upper house d e­ 
clared., “ lf ever I am so far amiss in my 
parental d u ty as not to see that ray child 
goes to school, I hope the constable will not 
only take that child to school, but take me 
to ja il aud keep me there until I rot or learn 
to do my d u ty." 
None o f us w ould stand 
to see a parent cruelly treat his child, but 
the m ost cruel thing a parent can do to a 
child in this day is to deny that child an 
equal opportunity w ith his 
fellow s. 
Chil* 
dren are irresponsible in their younger years 
and cannot see the advantages which an ed­ 
ucation w ill give them. 
It is a duty the 
par**tit ow es tin* child first and society sec­ 
ond to se** that th** child has an opportunity 
to obtain an education. 
And when the par­ 
en t refuses to perform that duty, then so­ 
ciety* w hich, when organized, becomes th** 
stat**, is bound, as a m atter of sell protection 
to see that th** parent is com pelled to dis­ 
charge that function. 
C om pulsory education is com ing in Texas 
and w e hop** the senators who are- opposing 
it n ow w ill lie** long enough to see the folly 
o f th eir opposition arid sci* the children of 
T exas en joyin g the rights which tiles** unwise 
senators sought to reserve solely to indif­ 
feren t parents.

“ Th* Perils of P auline” 
or the dangers of “ Unprotected NH I,” are 
losing their popularity aud have become the 
center of attraction in the cheaper m oving 
picture theatres just as in the days of our 
youth when th** “ Silver K ing,” the "False 
Alarm ," and the “ Two O rphans” played to 
full houses in first class theatres. 
Now they 
have passed to the one n ig h t stands in the 
out-of-the-way towns. 
There is no more uncertain business than 
that of amusements. 
M anagers w ill tell you 
that a new play can cither break or make 
them , and bow often it has done this. The 
sam e tendency underlies th** m oving picture 
industry. 
Where formerly it was necessary 
to stand for a seat in one of these popular 
theatres, now there may he found plenty of 
room. 
One explanation of this is the lack of 
novelty pictures and the other is the pres­ 
ence in th*’ business of far too m any then- 
t res. 
In this connection it is interesting to know 
that th** Biograph company, on*' of the oldest 
Companies in th** business, made less profit 
last year than during any of the five years 
preceding. 
Though th** company produced 
than $1,000,- mon> 
th** profit w as sm aller. 
A much 
keener com petition now has to he met. Com­ 
petition will gradually grow sharper as more 
companies find them selves com pelled to re­ 
fine!* their .prices to make som** profit. 
A large feature film producing com pany 
w ent under recently because it could not 
stand the pace. 
Certainly no more sign ifi­ 
cant sign could he sought to indicate that 
the m oving picture industry has come down 
to a normal basis where only the strongest 
enterprises will survive, and then only be- 
cause they have the resources to meet with 
the growing public dem and for extrem ely 
expensive novelties. 
To moot this change in 
taste is becomes necessary to lay out con­ 
sul* rabic extra capital for high priced art­ 
ists. writ* rs and playw rights and for superb 
scenic effects. 
It is well that these tim ely facts are laid 
before th** public to whom a constant appeal 
is made by promoters to purchase stocks in 
m oving picture enterprises, some with exces­ 
sive capital and others in w hose behalf too 
extravagant claims arc made. 
Investm ents 
in such securities should be most carefully 
scrutinized, as it is our opinion considerable 
losses will be met in such ventures now that 
the industry is longer a gold mine.

English Sparrows Com* Next. According 
to Government Biologists. 
Robins lead all 
other 
birds In th* 
United States so far ss numbers are con- 
cerned, according to a preliminary cen­ 
sus of birds of the country which has 
Just been completed by the government 
biologists. 
The English sparrow is A 
close second. 
In 
the Northeastern 
United States, 
where the census was most thorough, 
there were, on an average, six pairs of 
robins to each farm of 58 acres. 
Eng­ 
lish sparrows sveiugrd five pairs to a 
farm. Taking IOO robins as a unit, other 
desirable birds were noted In these pro­ 
portions: 
Catbirds 49, 
brown 
thrash­ 
ers 37. house wrens 28. king birds ST, 
bluebirds 26. 
Tive biologists of the department in­ 
tend to repeat the census for several 
years and cai a milch larger seals if bird 
lovers throughout the land are willing to 
aid in the work. 
The department's bio­ 
logical survey furnishes the necessary in­ 
struction and report blanks to whoever 
wishes to co-operate There are not funds 
to pay for this work, and it therefor# 
depends on volunteer observers.—W ash­

IMO FREIGHT RATES 


ONE BIG QUESTION DISCUSSED 
BEFORE COMMISSIONER DAN­ 
IELS AT HEARING. 
THE CMRE ff W M 


Festus J. Wade Deciares State Com­ 
missions Are Responsible for 
Conditions. 


Chlcsgo, March 5.*—The credit of rail­ 
roads as reflected In their ability to ob­ 
tain new capital was discussed before 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner Wil­ 
liam Daniels today in the petition of l l 
western railroads for permission to in­ 
crease freight rates. 
Festus J. Wade, a banker of Bt. Louis, 
testified th at owing to their poor e arn ­ 
ings western railroads were unable to 
obtain money except on high rates of In­ 
terest out of proportion to th at asked 
from 
industrial goflporatlons. 
"To what do you attrib u te the financial 
depression from which the railroads are 
suffering?” asked L uther W alker, coun­ 
sel fdf the packing interests, who are 
opposing the increase. 
I attribute it,” said Mr. Wade, "large­ 
ly to the attack s of state railroad com­ 
missions In reducing Hie railroads’ rev­ 
enues; to onerous acts by the state legis­ 
latures and to wild 
and 
extravagant 
charge* against the railroads?" 
"If business conditions throughout the 
country are poor now, do you think it 
would hasten prosperity to tax the ship­ 
pers?” 
"It would help hasten prosperity to re­ 
store 
the 
credit 
of 
railroads. 
Many 
shippers 
who are now Buttering from 
business depression 
would Ere 
glad to 
pay higher rates to improve business." 
The witness said he considered the In­ 
fluence of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission over railroads 
was good, 
hut 
that many state commissions and legis­ 
latures handicapped the roads. 
“ Don’t you think it is m ism anagem ent 
and the selling of blue sky and water 
that has hu rt the roads, rather than 
state railroad commissions?" asked E v ­ 
erett J. Jennings, counsel for th© Illinois 
putdie utilities commission. 
" It’s Just such wild statem en ts as you 
have made that has h u rt their credit,” 
replied Mr. Wade. 
Asserting he had much experience with 
th© 
credits 
of southwestern 
railroads. 
Mr. Wade said that the roads' ability to 
obtain money on t>onds in recent years 
was steadily decreasing: th at “ while the 
country was flooded with money," tile 
public had grown reluctant to buy se­ 
curities and th at only roads In excep­ 
tionally good standing could obtain funds 
at normal rates. 
Benjamin F. Bush, 
president of the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
road, 
said 
his 
lines 
would be unable to keep pace with the 
public's demands for Increased efficiency 
unless higher freight rates 
were per­ 
mitted. 
"W e believe,'• he said, "the had con­ 
ditions which have prevailed for "the last 
sixteen m onths with the atten d an t de­ 
pression of genera! huainess have been 
due more to the failure of the railroads 
to earn adequate revenues than to any 
other cause. 
The sltustion may have 
Ewen m ade more acute by the European 
war. but business depression was upon 
us with full force prior to that. 
"W hen 
the 
railroads are prosperous 
they consume from 40 to 50 per cent of 
the 
basic industrial 
factors and 
thus 
tnitiate a movement in business which 
quickly 
pervades 
all 
industries 
and 
trades. 
W hen their revenues are inade­ 
quate they are obliged in self preserva­ 
tion to retrencti. 
‘‘Nine industries in fit. Louis dependent 
on railroads have been obliged to curtail 
their forces some

payrolls on that account are 1588.oho less
